FIRST TRAP 
WAS FATAL 
TO COLLINS 


Doctor Says Explorer’s 
Fate Was Sealed by First 
Cave-in at Cavern 


CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—*Floyd 
Collins was doomed after the first 
cave-in of the natural passage.” 

So said Dr. William H. Hazlett 
of St. Luke's Hospital, who de- 
scended the explorer’s Sand Cave 
tomb to pronounce him dead, upon 
hie return to Chicago today. 
“Even if it had been possible 
for me or another surgeon to reach 
him sooner it would have been 
impossible to have saved him, in 
my opinion,” said Dr. Hazlett. 
“Any attempt to force his body 
loose m the stone that held it 
would I ve, merely have 
brought other vy stones down 
on the rescuers and have resulted 
in more deaths. 
“Collins was held tn such way 
that even when I did get fnto the 
old passageway I could reach only 
his face and chest. It would have 
been impossible to have freed him 
by amputation. 
“He died of exhaustion, thirst, 
starvation and cold. 
“Tam in hearty approval of the 
sealing of the cave. rther efforts 
te bring Collins's body out would 
only heve resulted in: the death of 
three or four men-——brave men.”

Advises Study of Territory 
Covered by Drummer 


Area Made by Officials 


“Thousands of dollars are un- 
necessarily spent each year in cov- 
ering territory, according to State 
boundaries instead of following 
lines of natural trade areas,” says 
the domestic commerce division of 
the Department of Commerce in @ 
pamphiet entitled “Planning Sales- 
men's Territories,” just issued.

FUNDAMENTAL CAUSES 
The fundamental cause of war. 
he said, was in the character of 
men. War arises from the seeds 


of envy, hate, malice, all unchar- 


itableness and greed.

—not as the historian knows them, 


but as the soldier. 
As for the World War—tt was 


inevitable. So many causes—and 
the blame so widespread.
